It brought én inflation 
of currency and of prices, which breeded ex- 
travagance in everything. We over speculated 
and overdid in many ways, and have paid heavy 
penalties. Every nation has sufferea and is 
euffering from hard times, but the failur ofl 
Ainerica is assured against everything 
but the folly, the madness and 
the cowardice of man. We need to cherish 
earnestness of purpose in public and private al- 
fairs; the carnestness which comes of common 
Sense, not the noisy oretention which is sounds 
ing brass and a tinkling cymbal. We need to 
cherish a government «flaws, not a government 
ofmen., We need reverence for the constitution 
and the laws and observance of them by all, os 
peciaily by all im authority. The way to insire 
some of these things Is for every man, whate. 
may be his occupat on Or position. to give sume 
thought and action to pubiic affairs. This is 
the only mode under our system of govern- 
mentin which that system can be made eff -c- 
tual and just. It was toinsure this rigntito 
every man; to be heard in the public con.ses, 
aud .o be counted in the majority. whose judg- 
mentisthe final decisiou in a republic, that 
tnese veterans fought and suffered. Ou _ this 
veteran day, it Camnot ne amiss to remind you 
how high is the obligation to discharge the 
duty and to assert and exercise the right for 
which they did aud endured so much.

SPEECH OF HON. J. P. MATHEWS, 
OF OGLETHORPE 


IN THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 
July 24, 1877. 


The conyention having under consideration 
tbe bill of rights, sec 20th: ‘ No bill of attainder, 
ex-post faeto law. retroactiye law, or any law 
impairing the obligation of contracts, or auy 
law making an irrevocable grant of special 
privileges and immunities, sali be passed " 


Mr. MATHEWS said: 

Mr. Presipent: The motion now be- 
fore the house is to strike outthe clause 
in tLe 20th section which reads as fol- 
lows: “Or any law making an irreyoca- 
ble grant of special privileges and im- 
munities.” ‘This, sir, is a grave ques- 
tion affecting the interests of the whole 
people of Georgia, net onlyin the 
present, but inthe future. We are 
making laws for posterity, and all our 
deliberations here to-day wil! effect our 
people in the future, as they will affect 
the present generition. No faise 
sues should be made here, and no pro- 
vision go into the constitution that is 
not founded upon principles of justice 
and the wisdom of the pas:; and no 
other provision shal] go there withont 
exposure upon this floor. Now, what 
does this enactment mean? D>¢g it 
mean what the gentleman from Wilkes 
[Mr. To: MBs] says it means? Does it 
inean that the legislature shall never 
pass any charter that shal! be irreyora- 
bie by the state? That is precisely 
what it means. I say itis not to the 
interest of the people of G-orgia to-day, 
or of the generations to come after us, 
that such a provision should be adopt- 
eihere. It is not right. if it simply 
means that the legislature shall not 
pass any charter or grant, surrendering 
the right of taxation in the future, then 
I approve it. But let that be plainty 
aud unmistakably the meaning of the 
act, for 1 do not want anything of this 
kind left to be interpreted by ‘Re 
courts. The gentleman from Wilkes 
{Mr. Toomss] says that this question of 
vested — has been settled by the 
courts. eil, if you have got the pow- 
er, under the federal and state govern- 
ment, to dothis, I sayit is unwise to 
doit. Tne legislature has already 
adopted the policy that irrevocable 
chartersshall not be granted, and have 
refused time and again to grant them. 
But the precedent 1s not binding upon 
them. The legislature can say that you 
may build a railroad and operate it for 
all time, but you cannot grant them 
an exemption, and then take it away.

ADELINA PATTI, 


An Accounteof Her Marriage in 1868s— 
The Wedding Ceren.ony. 


Adelina Patti has applied to the 
French courts to have her marriage de- 
clured null from the beginning, on the 
ground of informality in the ceremony. 
in view of this position, the following 
account of the wedding, taken from the 
London Morning Herald of July 30, 
1868, will be ot interest : 
ihe long-talked of event in the mu- 
sical circles of Europe has at length 
taken place; there is no longer an 
Adelina Patti—she is now Madame Ja 
Marquise de Caux. The favorite ‘‘ct- 
ticer d’ordonnance” of the emperor of 
the French, and aid-de- camp of the 
empress, a8 director of the court “cotil- 
lion,” has carried off the prize. The 
marriage ceremony in France is both a 
civil contract and a religious service, 
but as it has been decided the union 
should be celebrated in this country, 
the formalities became more complica- 
ted. Thusthe publication of the banns 
took place at the Mairie of the first ar 
rondisement in Paris. Here is a copy 
of the publication thereof: “M. Louis- 
Sebastein-Henri de Roger de Calsuzac, 
Marquis de Caux, fils du Comte 


actuellement femme du Duc de 
Valmy, et Mdile. Adele-Jeanne- viarie 
Patti, proprietaire, fille de M. Salva- 
tore Patti et de Catherine Bhirza, ren- 
tiers.”’ -‘Lhe legal status being thus es- 
tablished in the French capital, the 
domicil of the marquis, then came the 
exigencies of English and French law 
with reference to London. The first 
instalment of the forms required was 
effected last Monday at the French 
consulate in the city. His grace the 
duke of Manchester and Mr. Costa 
were the witnesses of the contract for 
Adelina Patti, and the prince de la 
Tour d’ Auvergne, with M. Mure, the 
secretary of the French embassy, ofti- 
ciated as ‘‘temoins” for the marquis. 
Now, so far as regards French law this 
coutract is binding, but not so with re- 
lation tothe church, and the religious 
seryice was therefore performed yester- 
day at the Roman Catholic chapel, 
Clapham, park road. Although as 
much privacy had been exercised as 
possible. the marriage of a popular pri- 
ma donna could not tike place without 
its being known. lhe chapel was‘ 
therefore completely filled, and an im- 
ineose crowd was collected at the exte- 
rior, unable to penetrate into the edi- 
fice. Shortly after 11 o'clock the bri- 
dal procession walked up to the altar. 
The bridesmaids were M’lle. de Can- 
dea, daughter of Mario, Mile. Zawzi, 
Miss Mona Harris and Miss Louisa 
Lan. ‘the bride would have been 
weighed down with the presents of 
jewelry she has received, but with ex- 
cellent taste all ornaments were dis- 
pensed with, She wore a white satin 
dress with a very long train, trimmed 
only with a small frill, the body and 
sash of the same material, trinimed 
with Brussels lace’ The blonde vai! 
covering the head, and orange blossoms. 
with th e hair simply dresseu, composed 
the coiffure. The uniform of the brides- 
maid was a white muslin dress, with 
light blue sashes and trimmings, and 
white tulle bonnet decorated wit: for- 
get-me-nots. Father Pinnkett was the 
officiating priest. The marriage cere- 
munial, with the exchange of the two 
rings, the mutual! declarations, and the 
giving of the sma!! coin concluded, low 
mass was performed. The marriage cer- 
tificate was duly signed in the vestry by 
the same witnesses as at Monday’s con- 
tr .ct; the ages of the newly-married cou- 
ple were given as twenty-five for the 
bride and torty-two for the bridegroom. 
The wedding breakfast was given at 
the residence of Mlie. Adelina Patti, 
P.erpont house, Athens road, Clapham

crease of brightness will be more obvi- 
ous if the planet is compared with Ju- 
piter, which is visible in the south- 
west a little higher up. To those who 
have before observed Mars, this un- 
common brilliancy will be very re- 
markable. 

Our readers may be interested to 
know the cause of this periodical varia- 
tion, and it is very easily under- 
stood, we will state it treed from tech- 
nical language. It will, however, be 
more easily comprehended if we first 
speak of another variation of Mars, 
with a period of two years and fifty 
days. Mars and the earth travel round 
the sun in paths which are not exact- 
ly circles, but that form of oval called 
an ellipse. The path of Mars is out- 
side that of the earth. Now itis plain 
that whenever Mars, the earth and the 
sun are in a line with the earth, be- 
tween the others, Marsis nearer the 
earth and ina full blaze of sunlight. Oa 
hand, when Mars and the 
earth are on opposite sides of the sun, 
they are much further apart. The 
three bodies are brought into the form- 
er position once in every two years and 
fifty days, producing a variation in his 
apparent size and brilliancy, familiar 
to his observers. 

But the sun is notin the centre of 
the ellipse formed by the earth and 
Mars, but at one side of it. Now it is 
evident whenever Mars reaches that 
part of his path which is nearest to the 
sun and the earth, while lying in a 
line between Mars and the san, is at 
the part of his path farthest from the 
sun; the two planets are brought 
much nearer together. Mars passes 
through that part of his path nearest 
the sun every time he goes round, and 
the earth every summer is at its point 
of greatest distance from the sun; but 
only once in seventy-nine years, do the 
two reach these points at the same 
time. 

The near approach of Mars also in~ 
terests astronomers for the same rea- 
son that the transit of Venus excited 
attention a few years ago. By a process 
to state which would make this short 
notice too long, it furnishes a means ot! 
rectifying the calculation of the sun’s 
distance from us. From this distance 
as a base line, all the other distances of 
astronomy are calculated, and conse- 
quently scientitic men em 
brace every opportunity of making it 
Besides this there are 

interest in this near 
approach of Mars. He resembles our 
earth more nearly than any other 
planet. Under the powerful telescopes 
of this day, the surface of Mars has 
been shown to be divided into por- 
tions, some of faintly greenish, and 
others ot ruddy hue. It was suspected 
that these represented land and water, 
and this conclusion was rendered more 
certain by the experiments of a dis- 
tinguished scientist who proved that 
the vapor of water is found in the air 
of Mars. 

At his poles, there are white patches 
which alternately ivcrease and de- 
crease in size, and which are now at 
tributed to snows and ice which form 
and melt as summer and winter by 
turns visit the opposite poles of Mars. 
The distinguished English astronomer, 
Richard Proctor, from an article of 
whom in an English magazine this no- 
tice is taken, says, “the strange thought 
is suggested that man who has thus far 
proved utterly unable to reach a spot 
whence his eye can rest on either pole 
of our earth, has been able to contem- 
plate, though certainly from a remote 
distance, the ice bound poles of the

planet Mars. 

There have been maps drawn of the 
surface of Mars, which will be correct+ 
ed by the observations now made, 

We will add that Mr. Proctor esti- 
mates the present apparent brightness 
of Mars as tour times greater than when 
least favorably situated for observation 
from the earth, The notice of the dis- 
covery of a satellite of Mars, copied in 
Friday’s ConsTiTuUTION, is the first item 
of news from the observer whose teles- 
copes are now nightly pointed at the 
planet. 


GHORGIA'S UREVII, 

We are gratified to perceive that 
Georgia has at least a few defenders 
abroad.

THE CoNSTITUTION undoubtedly takes an ex- 
aggerated view of the definiteness of the intea- 
tion of the republican leaders toabandon the.r 
party organization in the south, but it does not 
exaggerate the consequences which may flow 
from such a step, whether the step itself be vol- 
untary or oth: rwise. There is not aow, and 
never has beenu,in the republican party suffi- 
cient compactness of organization, or sufficient 
rigor of party discipline, to make it feasible for 
any number of its leaders to form and enforce 
such an exteusive project involving so many in- 
terests and requiring the concurrence of so many 
widely scattered local politicians as our demo- 
cratic cotemporary has figured to itself. 


The writer is evidently not very wel’ 
acquainted with-his own party in the 
south, and with the character of its 
organization. We of the south not 
inembers of his party, are probably 
better informed as to how itis con- 
trolled. We know that it would not 
require “ the concurrence of so many 
widely scattered local politicians.” We 
know that its movements are controlled 
by avery few men in each southern 
state, who, taking their cue p)esuma- 
bly from abler heads north, absolutely 
dictate its policy and actions. The 
great mass of the party are negroes 
who have always been accustomed to 
obedience—and unquestioning obedi-

ence—to those whom they consider in 
authority over them. In this light they 
unquestionably, or most unfortunately 
for their regard the republican leaders. 

There will not be an intelligent reader 
of this article in Georgia who cannot 
immediately call to mind a half dozen 
men who carry the republican party 
of this state in their pockets. Who 
doubts that a party thus controlled can 
easily be turned in the direction de- 
sired by its leaders? 

After combatting—rather unsuccess~ 
fully we think—the idea that we ad- 
vanced that the recent order of Presi- 
dent Hayes to the federal oflice-holders 
to refrain from active participation in 
politics was a part of this scheme, the 
writer proceeds to say: 

The democrats of the south have been sub- 
stantially united eyer since the whig party was 
swallowed up by the republicaus, and there 
were only two navionual organiZations to choose 
from. Thesouthern whigs could not go with 
the republicans, and they had to go with ths 
democrats, aud from that moment the supreme 
iufluence of slavery, and of the qu«stions of the 
war and reconstruction growing outof slavery, 
have kept the white voters of the south ¢losely 
bouud together. 

For the last five or six ycars there have been 
indications that this close union might bs bro- 
keninupon. There were eyidences of dissen- 
siou among its members. Young, energetic, and 
progressive men among its active workers 
chafed under the dictation of the Bourbon lead- 
ers, aud a considerable ciass of cool-headed and 
inteliigent voters seemed willing to leave the 
demucratic rauks if they could find another or- 
ganigation which would be of real service to 
their tection, which would not offend their 
pr judices, and which would gratify reasonable 
ambition. We have frequently pointed out in 
these columns that the republican party might 
secure the allinnce on honorable terms and 
with advantage, if its counsels. were guided by 
candor, public spirit, aud aggressive’ honesty. 
The golden opportunity for this purpose was 
previous to and following the campaign of 1872, 
wheu thousands of democrats iu the south felt 
their party ties much loosened, and when they 
were ready to form new ones But it was pre- 
ferred, for reasons which it is not now worth 
while to rehearse, to cling to what may, without 
injustice, be called the policy of the carpet- 
bagger and the negro, and the opportunity was 
lost. 

It is by no means impossible that a like op- 
portunity may present itself befors the next 

residential election. The democracy of the 
south is extremely restive, as the expressions of 
its Atlanta organ show, It no longer haa the 
motives which fomaerly existed for a compact 
union. The questions regarding which al! 
southern democrats either thought alike or were 
compelled to act as if they thought alike, will 
not arise again in the same form, and may not 
arise atall. Without the species of outside pres 
sure to which they have hitherto yielded, itis 
improbable that the party can hold so strongly 
together. What issues may come up in national 
politics which will enable any portion of their 
number toact with the body of republicans, 
borth and south, we shall not now discuss 
But that such issues dre assumiug shape, and 
may, Withiu three years, become controlling, no 
careful student of our politica will be likely to 
deny. 

Thus it appears that whether the dis- 
banding of the southern republicans, 
is part of a well matured scheme con- 
cocted at the radical headquarters as 
we thought or not, the result hoped for 
by them, judging from this expression 
from their most prominent paper, is 
the same as that of which we expressed 
our fears in the article alluded to—a 
split in the southern democratic ranks, 
That the danger exists, there can be ns 
question ; and we would fail in our 
duty—seeing it as we do—if we did not 
p dint it out. 

We believe furthermore, that there 
is as little doubt that we can avoid 
this danger as there is ot its existence. 
We do not believe that 
any considerable number of the de- 
mocracy with their eyes open to the 
peril in which their party will be 
placed, thereby will allow themselves 
to be seduced into the support of any 
movement in opposition to the party 
organization, however small and in~ 
significant such movement may seem. 
This is not a bold attack on our par 
tyfront It is a movement on our rear. 
At such times stragglers are in danger 
of being lost. There is but one way 
to avoid it, and that "is by closing up 
the ranks and moving in a solid, com 
pact, irresistible body. Let those who 
may feel a desire to step from the 
ranks to secure some object of their 
ambition by the way, beware. They 
may never get back with their friends 
again; and they will be objects to be 
pitied, having bartered for a trifle their 
right to rejoice in that great triumph 
of our party which is certain in 1880.

MR, PRESIDENT AND FELLOW CITIZENS— Before 
coming to this meeting 1 was inlormed that a 
great man enda distinguished member of the 
convention (Mr, Toombs) would favor us with 
some informaiton and views touching the new 
constitution in order that we might be able to 
form our opinions of ite merits more advise'ly. 
lregret tolearn he has been detained by his 
closing official duties asa member of the con 
vention. 

There are some general considerations which 
determine me to Say that 1 snall vote to ratify 
the proposed constitution, and these | wii! pro- 
ceed to state briefly. 

If, in theecience of our American system of 
government, any one propositon can be regarded 
as fixed, settled truth, itis this: That ‘ail gov 
ernuments derive their authority from the con- 
gent of the governed.’’ If thisis not true, then 
nothing else in our system is true, for every- 
thing else—the whoie system—is built upon this 
proposition. From this proposition it results 
that government is not a creator, with orginal 
inherent power to rule the people, but is a vaing 
created and invented with derivative authority— 
is but an agency by which and through which 
the people rule themselves. lt also results that 
those who administer governinent are servauts 
acting under orders, and are not superior being + 
ruiing by right. He who maintains the Cor trary 
of this is simply a monarchist. 

The whole scheme of congressional recon- 
struction wasa plaiu, palpable and unmiciga- 
t d violation of this fundamental principle of 
our American sysiem of goverumeut, ana 
equaliy a plain, palpable and unmitigated vio 
lation of every provision of the federal consti 
tution which was built upon that principle. 

The constitution under which the people of 
Georgia haye been liying itor nearly ten years, 
wes not made by their consent. It was made 
under orders from Washinpgion, which orders 
were accompanied by the bayonet, and 
were executed under the direct supervision of 
the bayonet.

I am agsin Siating to yon 
the great priuciples upon which aioue as a 
basis, I have been writing, speaking and acting 
oli this subject for ten years I will not offen 
you by discussing the merits of the provisions 
oi the constitution of 1868 nor by showing the 
differences between that constitution aud this, 
My point is that the constitution of 1865 was, io 
no point or legal sense, a Constitution at ail It 
derived no authority from the cousent of the 
governed and, therefore, had 
no just authority at have 
obeyea that constitution solely because it 
was not within cur power to resist it That 
coustitution had no origin but in toree—no ex- 
istence but by force, and no authority bt of 
force ASahelpiess people we submitted io it, 
and asafree people we despise and repudiate 
it. Force and the works of force are eutitled 
to no homage, except irom siaves. The most 
criminal chapter in American history—in any 
history—is that of reconstruction, and our 
northern fellow-citizens will soon Clear'y see 
and frankly acmit it 

So much on thir point. Now, let me call your 
attention briefly to the coustitution we are cail- 
ed on to rasily. I have reat this proposed cor - 
stitution ouly since 10 o’ciock this morning 
But my chief study for thirty years has beer ou: 
American constitutional system. Nothing to 
me is so interesting Ilhave been recently stu- 
dying the different constitutions of the 
different states, and notivg their variationss 
and their changes and progress with experience. 
I need but Little time, therefore, to form au 
opinion upon the merits ofa atate coustiturion. 
1 have formed my opinion of the one uow pro- 
posed for us, and, having tormed my opirion, 
i will,asis my custom, proceed to express it. 
It is this: 

There are some thingsin this constitution | 
would like to have out There are some things 
out I wouid like to havein. Some of its pro 
visions I think the legislature will find trouble 
in carrying out. But this much may be said of 
every coustitution ever made. I have myseif 
some peculiar views upou this subject of the 
best constitution for Georgia, but 1 am satisfied 
the public is not yet prepared for these views, 
and | bave not annoyed the convention with 
them. But take this constitution as a whole 
and as it is,d do not hesitate to say that, in my 
opinion, it is the best this state has ever fad 
aud no one of the thirty-eight states of our 
union hasa better. It contaius several proviss 
ions either one of which will be worth ten fold 
the whole cost of the convention. It contains 
many of the improvements which our progress- 
ive experience nas made not only Wise but 
necessary. It calls a most emphatic halt to cor 
ruptiou and extravagance. It orders legisistive 
jobbing to cease, and it Commands legislative 
iobbyists to disperse. If there are two opinions 
as to to the power of the convention to open 
the treasury, there can be but one opinion &s to 
the fact that the convention has locked the 
treasury. In the name of the long-suffering, 
oftensrobbed and terribly pluodered peuple | 
thank the convention for this locking. It was 
certainly needed, Itis best to adopt the whole 
asitstands and caucel any defects by future 
amendments. 

Gentlemen of the convention, you can wel! 
afford to disregard the premature criticisms 
which have unjustly assailed you. You have 
faithiully discharged your mission. You can 
uow return to your homes, eutitied to receive 
from your constituents, as earnuestiy as it was 
ever given, that greatest of earthiy plaudits, 
‘*‘Well done, good and faithful servants!’ 

‘he soutbern people heve passed through 
a most terrible ordea) during the last ten years 
They have been robbed, maligned and insulted 
as no peopleever were but they have esteb- 
lished .heir claim to wisdom by patient!y endur- 
ine wrougs they could not resist, ana they bave 
secured for themselves ihe very highest stancvard 
of boner by refusing, under all appiiances, to 
give to those wrongs the virtue of their consent. 

Now, our bondage has ended. We are in fu!) 
possession of our own affairs. Our first duty is 
io forget the differences our triais huve enyen- 
dered. 1, who have written aud spoken with 
more invective, perhaps. than gny other man 
during our severe trials, desire first of ail to des 
clare that whoever else shali remember the 
wrougs and differences of the past, I shall boih 
discharge a duty and find a pleasure in torget 
ting them. Henceforward, be is most my bdro-~ 
ther who most earaestly gives all his energics to 
rebuild our state. 

We are permitted to begin this work of making 
Georgia—Whbat her natural cap. cities euutie 
her to be—one . of the greatest and 
richest and most powerful of all the states—un- 
der the most auspicicus surrouudings. hot 
only is the south the most orderiy aud peaceful! 
and safest porlion vf the union, but our federal 
relations also are becoming healthy and evr. 
diai. We a.e having once more a wise patriotic 
aud non sectional administration of the gene:a 
government. This the whole world knows, but 
we have a great gratification iu store fur us. 
when the wor. shall fully 'earn how much the 
whole country isindebtied to the wisdom and 
firmness of southern frepresentatives for ‘his 
preservation of the peace and this return to coo- 
stiiuuonal administration. To wisdom and 
firmoess, too, which were exercised under the 
severest tesis to which representatives were ever 
subjected. On every haud we are encoura ed 
wit better prospects. Our institutions never 
stood on 89 good a basis. The darkness 
is passed Hope sounds, in bright notes, the 
dawn of anew mornivg. All the indicatious of 
our political skies give good promise. Let usa)) 
wake up and make the day oi our American 
future, state and national, the brightest, the 
happiest, the most glerions and peaceful in tue 
annais of popular government. 

And now, my friends of Atlanta, let me, in 
cone usion, aidress a word to you’ In the se- 
vere trials of the past no people made a hetter 
r-cord than you of this city Though offered 
the bribe of the cupital tn 186%. you refu ed to 
support a copetitution dictaied by a fore'yn 
pow:r, and fastened by the bayonet. In toe late 
califur a convention you were ayein true to 
the record of unselfish right. Now make the 
cap stone for your monument of imperishabie 
honor by giving this new and real constitution 
a ucanimous vote of approval. What city can 
then show herself to be more worthy the capita!
